Last Post Sounded 


For John Wood 


\ ‘tiddy, Seat old man. whe 
for the last 17 years has been 
well known and liked in Lacombe 
in his capacity as Experimental 
Station messenger, John Wood 
passed away in the Lacombe hos- 
pital Monday morning at the age 
of 71. 

The funeral service was held in 
St.. Andrew’s United Church at 
2:30 Wednesday afternoon, Rev. 
A. L. Carr officiating. The Cana- 
dian Legion assisted with the last 
rites. 

Mr. Wood was korn: at Kirklan 
Hil, Berrickshire, Scotland, on 
Aug, 30, 1866, the son of a police 
inspector. After receiving a good 
public school education, John 
served for 12 years with the East 
Lothian Police Department, ris- 
ing to the rank of sergeant. 

Came to Toronto 

In May, 1906, the Hendry Car- 
tage Co. of Toronto persuaded 
Mr. Wood to come to Canada’ to 
take charge ‘of~ their string of 
Clydesdales. Two years later he 
went to McKee Bros.’ large breed- 
ing ‘establishment at Minto, Man., 
where he remained for six years. 

In 1914,Mr. Wood took charge 
of the horses at the Dominion 
Experimental Farm at Brandon, 
Man, Then in May, 1915, he en- 
listed with the 79th Battalion in 
Brandon, serving overseas until 
April, 1919. On his discharge he 
returned. to Brandon. 

On November 11, 1920, Mr. 
Wood came to Lacombe Experi- 
mental Station. Since then he has 
made a great many friends among 
the livestock men in Alberta, 
most of whom knew him famili- 
arly as “John.” 

Retired Last August 

Last August Mr. Wood retired, 
intending to return to Scotland 
to spend his latter years at his 
old home, but his health did not 
permit of this. 

Mr. Wood has no close rela- 
tives in Canad ut he has a 
brother and a er in Glasgow.

ences which must arise in a country with such a 
vast territory and with so many varied industries 
and communities. The West is proud to be a part 
of the great Dominion of Canada; proud to be 
associated with the even greater British Common- 
wealth of Nations. The remark made by Premier 
Duplessiss, then, is even harder to understand. 

It would appear that in the past the East has 
pretty well controlled the Western Provinces. In 
the first place, the people of the West provide pos- 
sibly the best market Eastern Canada has for its 
manufactured goods. Protected by tariffs—tariffs 
which we as consumers pay for—manufactured and 
processed goods come into the West with very little 
competition of foreign merchandise. For the past 
twenty years, the East has stated just how much 
the citizens of the West will pay for automobiles, 
for woollen goods and the thousand and one manu- 
factured articles sold here. . . . Premier Duplessiss 
should be reminded of that old: saying: “Don’t bite 
the hand that feeds you.” 

On. the other hand the West, primarily an 
agricultural country, has been told by the eastern 
citizens just what they will pay for the Western 
products. 

For the fast twenty years the West has been 
getting slightly the worst of the deal. However, 
in the last six or seven years, the East has been 
paying its share. With the Dominion of Canada 
spending millions of dollars on direct relief in the 
dried-out areas of Western Canada the Eastern 
tax-payer has been called upon to donate his por- 
tion to the general fund. 

Again, with the drought in the West, and the 
prices of ‘agricultural products being so low dur- 
ing the past few years, the purchasing power of 
the west has dropped immeasurably, and _ its 
people do not provide the rich market of earlier 
years. 

And so Premier Duplessiss states the East 
“Will not be run for the Western Provinces.” 

Can it be the East is only a “fair weather 
friend” of the West? 

Canada is too great a country, too rich a 
country and too young a country to be torn by 
such petty grievances. In unity there is strength. 
Let’s all get behind Canada and pull in unison, not 
in opposite directions.

EDMONTON — Investigation 
into the affairs of the town of 
Beverly, under the instructions 
given by the Alberta govern- 
ment to Mr. Justice A. A. Mc- 
Gillivray of the Alberta Ap- 
peal Court as a mm 
ra was Ay albe on ror" 
week until Februaty 21, when 
hearings are to be resumed. 

In the 28 days of hearings up 
to the time of adjournment, the 
evidence totalled 1,100,000 words, 
given by 61 different witnesses, 
many of whom were called to the 
stand twice or. more. 


One newspaper caleulated that 
if the transcript of all that evi- 
dence were strung out in a single 
line, of typewriting,, it would 
reach from the Edmonton court 
house to the town of Beverly and 
back again, with enough left over 
to stretch to the legisIative build- 
ings and wrap around them a 
couple of times—a total distance 
of over 10 miles. 

The reason for all ' this : evi- 
dence, and for the i 
has been sought. 
_Maynard; Minister of Municipal 
Affairs, recommended the probe 
to the cabinet, and Premier Aber- 
hart signed the order. The cen- 
tral figure in the whole inquiry 
was bound to he, andj was, Percy 
J. Rowe, member of House of 
Commons for Athabaska, who 
formerly was secretary-treasurer 
of the town of Beverly and who 
organized the co-operative mine, 
for which many of the town’s 
troubles are blamed, 

Mr. Rowe used to be a Social 
Crediter; he organized most of 
the Social Credit campaign in 
five provincial ridings, and he 
brought Mr. Maynard into the 
picture. He became Mr. May- 
nard’s partner in publication of a 
Social Credit weekly ‘newspaper. 
And Mr. Rowe himself was elect- 
ed Federal member, as a Social 
Crediter, for the Athabaska con- 
stituency. 

Last year he tried to interest 
the Alberta government in a plan 
to derive provincial benefit from 
Alberta’s great coal! resources, 
about which members‘of the gov- 
ment had been talking. The gov- 
ernment turned him down. This 
year, after watching the work- 
ings of the Aberhart government 
for two years, he condemned and 
repudiated that government and 
broke off relations with the Fed- 
eral Social Credit caucus. He 
made his views known publicly, 
and without apology. Then came 
the order for the royal commis- 
sion investigation of Beverly's af- 
fairs, which he had administered. 

Mr. Justice McGillivray, in a 
statement from the bench, said 
that the wording of the order-in- 
council ordering the probe had 
made exhaustive study of all 
phases of the town’s difficulties 
necessary; the commission had 
been specifically requested to 
hear great numbers of witnesses 
whose evidence was merely repe- 
tition of what had gone before, 
and on conclusions that were ob- 
vious, he observed. In effect, the

GASOLINE TAXES LEVIED 
FOR UNIQUE REASONS 


In the 18-year period since the 
gasoline tax was first levied, gov- 
ernments have accumulated a 
unique variety of reasons for 
jumping it to its present levels. 

In 


1919 it was imposed by 
North Dakota, New Mexico, Colo- 
radio and Oregon, All four states 
adopted it for the logical pur- 
pose of construction highways 
and maintaining them. On this 


ground there never was any great 
objection. 

Since then government ingenu- 
ity has gone to absurd limits in 
proposing other reasons, some of 
which have necessarily increased 
the price to the consumer, The 
tax has been variously classified 
as an excise, a commercial charge 
for the privilege of using vehicles 
on the public roads, a license tax, 
and sometimes an occupation or 
privilege tax. 

The simple truth is that gaso- 
line has been an easy mark for 
revenue purposes and the tax on 
it has shown a steady increase. 
Were the taxing jurisdiction 
frank about it, they would admit 
this as the reason which appeals 
to them most, It is easy to col- 
lect and it brings in big returns. 

As late as 1922 the rate in 17 
of the United States was only 1 
cent a gallon, only two charging 
as much as 2 cents. Now 7 cents is 
a fair average. In three provin- 
ces of Canada it is 8 cents. In 
four others it is 7 cents. Only in 
two, Ontario and Quebec, is it as 
low as 6 cents,
